opett  letter  last  week  concerning  the  nature  and

expenses  of  our  Slate  Mission  work.  I 'value 
the  Spirit  of  this  letter  very  much.  There  were 
one  or  two  discrepancies  in  this  letter  1 should 
like  | to  correct.  He  designates  our  new  en- 
listment missionaries  as  secretaries.  These 
brethren  are  not  secretaries  but  missionaries. 
They  are  missionaries  in  fact  as  well  as  name. 
The  State  Board  felt  that  there  was  a feeling  . 
against  tbe  name  secretary,  possibly  because  it 
carries  with  it  the  idea  of  some  one  sitting  in  au 
office  and  trying  to  direct  others.  These  en- 
listment brethren  have  no  offices  nor  do  they  ex- 
pec*  to  have.  They  are  in  tbe  field  all  the 
tim|k,  doing  mission  work  in  the  highest  and  best 
senile  of  tbe  term.  Their  special  work  is  to 
helii  the  country  churches  not  only  in  revivals, 
but  in  any  other  manner  possible.  Help  them 
to  j-aise  pastor's  salary,  build  pastor's  homes, 
get  pastors,  increase  missionary  information.  In  • 
truth  assist  in  any  manner  these  churches  to 
larger  place  in  our  denominational  life.  As 
for  [the  salaries  paid  these  men,  they  will  place 
in  the  denominational  treasury  every  year  two 
or  three  .times  the  amount  paid  them.  It  so 
happened  that  one  of  them,  tbe  second  week  of 
his 'work  raised  in  one  church  in  this  association 
funjds  for  religious  work  that  is  tbe  equivalent 
of  his  salary  for  the  entire  year.  There  ia  no  • 
reason  to  believe  this  would  have  been  done 
had  it  not  been  for  this  work.  As  I understand 
our  Delta  missionary  last  year  raised  more  tbau 
three  times  his  salary  that  would  not  have  been 
raised  but  for  his  work.

USURPATION  OF  POWER.

One  good  result  of  the  unfortunate  condition 
in  Great  Britain  attending  the  effort  to  give 
home  rule  to  Ireland  may  be  the  demand  to  dem- 
ocratize the  army,  that  Is  to  have  the  offices 
filled  from  the  ranks  by  proof  of  competency 
rather  than  by  appointment  of  aristocrats  tn 
high  social  position.  The  officers  declared  their 
purpose  to  resign  rather  than  obey  orders  to 
suppress  revolt  in  the  north  of  Ireland.  It  Is 
a bad  mess  and  things  are  badly  demoralized. 
Our  sympathy  is  naturally  with  the  Protestants, 
but  it  looks  more  like  a case  of  contrariness 
than  of  religious  or  political  conviction.

of  power.  From  the  foundation  of  the  govern- 
ment the  control  of  navigable  rivers  waa  reserv- 
ed to  the  federal  government  so  that  Individuals 
and  states  may  not  have  the  exclusive  use  ol 
them  or  exercise  sovereignty  over  them.  Now 
the  quest  Ion  has  arisen  as  to  the  right  to  use 
streams  which  afford  power  to  run  machinery 
and  develop  industries,  or  may  be  used  to  gen- 
erate electrical  power  for  work  or  light  or  heat. 
Similar  power-producing  materials  may  come  to 
be  recognized  as  the  property  of  the  govern- 
ment to  be  used  for  the  common  good  and  not 
for  the  personal  or  corporate  gain.  So  states- 
men and|  publicists  are  aaking  If  mines  which 
furnish  radium  or  oil  or  gas  or  coal  or  other 
valuable  rjiinerais  do  not  properly  belong  to  the 
government,  and  should  not  be  taken  out  of  the 
hands  of  private  interests.  It  Is  the  same  prin- 
ciple wtalth  raises  the  question  whether  rail- 
roads and!  other  public  carrier*,  telegraph  com- 
panies ahd  others  doing  messenger  service 
should  not  be  looked  upon  as  the  property  of 
the  government.  This  same  Idea  Is  seen  in  the 
conception  of  eminent  domain  which  allows  the 
state  to  step  in  and  claim  final  and  supreme 
sovereignly  over  all  property  and  all  Indi- 
vidual#. requiring  their  use  and  service  and  If 
need  be  tfieir  lives.  If  this  sovereignty  of  the 
state  over  the  source  of  power  holds  good.  In- 
dividuals who  monopolize  them  are  usurpers. 

The  recognition  of  this  truth  In  religion  Is 
most  tersely  and  axlomatieally  stated  In  these 
words:  I "Power  belongeth  unto  God."’  He 

has  reserved  to  Himself  the  right  of  control  In 
the  thing*  that  produce  results.  All  the  raa-. 
chlnery  itiay  be  In  our  hands,  but  He  controls 
the  switchboard.  If  it  be  the  making  of  a 
crop,  we  may  have  a title  to  the  land,  may  own 
the  mu  lea  and  plows,  but  if  He  sends  a frost  or 
withhold*  the  rain,  the  toil  Is  for  naught.  Paul 
may  platjt  and  Apollo*  may  water,  but  God 
makes  t hie  seed  to  grow.  Except  the  I-ord  build 
the  house.  they  labor  In  rain  that  build  it.  A 
man  In  pny  business  enterprise  knows  that 
whatever!  his  shrewdness  or  energy  or  economy, 
there  ts  4 final  factor  to  be  reckoned  with.  Con- 
ditions entirely  beyond  his  control  or  Tlslon  may 
make  or  mar  all  his  purposes.  Just  as  an  au- 
tomobile may  be  finished  and  furnished  with 
every  equipment  and  supplied  with  fuel  suf- 
ficient. jjet  if  the  key  is  removed  nobody  can 
start  It:!  so  the  Lord  reserve*  to  Himself  the 
final  woi(d  of  authority  in  the  deciding  of  mat- 
ters. TThere  are  many  devices  In  a man’s 
heart,  bit  the-  counsel  sf  Jehovah  that  shall 
stand.'*  Our  purposes  are  subject  to  revision 
or  may  be  absolutely  broken  off.  Wisdom  will 
always  fecognize  that  power  belongeth  unto 
Goo.  > 

So  mufh  for  the  underlying  principle,  the  sub- 
stratum of  all  our  thinking  and  work.  Now 
for  the  final  application,  that  is.  the  application 
that  looks  to  the  purpose  of  the  power.  Its  use 
in  accomplishing  the  work  of  God  and  the  uni- 
ver-al  good,  the  great  objective,  the  one  su- 
preme wjill  and  desire  of  the  Almighty.
